New that the trustees and directors oi Alabama 
College have called upon citizens of the State for 
financial aid in order to make that educational in- 
strument more effective in shaping our daughters’ 
minds ‘‘afterthe similitude of a palace,” it were well 
to remember that one of the principal features of 
the Montevallo training is to teach practical home- 
making. 

Not an unimportant thing in this age when the 
general drift seems to be away from the home— 
to teach the science and art of housekeeping. In 
& world. where the Social state seems almost.to be 
undergoing a revolution, it cannot be regarded ex- 
actly as an old-fogey, idea that one college in Ala- 
bama at least stands for the rightéous fundamen- 
tals of teaching the young women that the home is 
more important than all the palaces ever built. 

A recent appeal from Montevallo, outlining the 
broad curricula of the institution) emphasizes the 
finishing touches to the education of the young 
women who have taken the home economies’ course. 
They spend three weeks in the “practice home’ 
before they can receive their diplomas: 

Here they learn how to apply their knowl- 
edge of cooking and housekeeping in a practical 
demonstration of the work as it should come. 
They keep a chart of their activities and their 
home is open for the inspection of the instruc- 
tor in, home economics at all times, 

Before they are admitted to the home they 
know how to cook, clean and sew. They are 
admitted to the home in order that they may 
map out their work of housekeeping in the reg- 
ular order and go through the routine, appor- 
tioning their time according to the needs of 
the task and so arranging their work that there 
is plenty of time for all of it and also plenty 
of time for their other studies. It is excellent 
training for the prospective home-maker who 
must divide her time between the actual house- 
work and the cultural recreation and pursuits 


that are so necessary a part of the truly suc- 
cessful home. 


The home, although it- is very old and not 
really well suited to modern housekeeping, is 
furnished with up-to-date equipment such as 
may be found in the average home of modest 
means. The idea in the furnishings and dec- 
erations is to make the house artistic and at 
the same time not beyond the means which the 
average girl in the average Alabama home will 
be able fo command after marriage. 

The lesson of economy is taught to the stu- 
dents. in every phase of the home economics 
work, from the cooking and cleaning to the mak- 
ing of clothes and household equipment.

MONTEVALLO, ALA., July 2—Spe-§ 
cial to The Advertiser—The new c#t-{ 
alog of Alabama college has just come 
from the press: It shows many !m» 
provements that have been made ‘n the 
courses of study during the past year. | 
The increase in enrollment’ is indeed 
most gratifying. There were 656, dur- 
ing the regular session. The summer 
school of 1923 had 253 members; the 
extension groups 236, making a grand 
total of 1,466 students. Among the 
regular students for the session, there 
were 137 applying for the degree cf} 
pachelor of arts; 123 for bachelor ctf 
science in home economics; 10 for 
bachelor of science in physical educa- 
tion; 40 for bachelor of music. 

Sixty five counties in the state had 
representation on the student roll, 
Shelby county having the largest, 76; 
Jefferson county ranks next with 53; 
Talladega third with 277 Wileox fourth 
with 22; Dallas fifth with 20; Bibb, 
Covington, Etowah, Marengo, Mobile 
and Walker next with 16 each. There 
were 12 students from other states, 
The graduating class of 1924 was larg- 
er than all of the graduating classes 
for the first twelve years, 

The departments of education, home 
economics. and music are well organ- 
ized with a large number of teachers 
in all departments. The home eco- 
nomics course of study takes rank 
with that of the leading colleges and 
universities of the whole country, The 
music department now undoubtedly 
equals that of any other institution in 
the southern states.

year there has been a higher stand- 
ard set in the matter of faculties, 
buildings and equipment. The increase 
in the number of college ,students in 
the past 10 years has been around 300 
per cent. This’ means that there is a 
deluge of college students flooding the 


University, Auburn and Alabama. 


It is prophesied by those who ought to 
be seers in the educational world that 
at the end of June, 1927, if the rate of 
graduation from high schools in the 
state keeps up that 10,000 certificated 
students will be knocking at the doors 
of our higher institutions of learning. 
No use asking what is the state going 
to do about it. The acid test is what 
are you going to do about it. The citi- 
zens are the state in a democracy. 
At present holding a special brief for 
Alabama College let's get this into our 
minds. ‘Twelve years ago there were 
about 75 young women in the state 
colleges of Alabama doing college work. 
This year there are approximately 
1,000. Alabama College has increased 
within one year about 65 per cent in 
the number of college students in at- 
tendance. Here are the facts about 
the status of Montevallo as a four- 
year institution. 

Status Of College 
Alabama College was founded in 1896 
and was a technical institute doing 
work “of high school grade and below. 
As the high schools of the state in- 
creased in number and in standards 
the standard of the institution was 
raised, giving first one year of college 
work, and two years, then three, and 
finally granted the B. S. degree for a 
four-year: course in home economics in 
1922. This was the only department 
for two years that gave the four-year 
course. However, in the session 1922- 
23 steps were made towards raising the 
standard to a four-year. college in alt 
departments. This was completed in 
the session 1923-24. 
The institution is now a member of 
the Alabama Association of Colleges, a 
member of the Southern Association of 
Colleges for Women, and on the B list 
of the Southern Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools. This means 
that degrees from Alabama College are 
accepted as equivalent to degrees from 
any institution for the teachers in the 
secondary schools that belong to the 
association, 
Application is before the Southern 
Association for full membership and it 
is expected that this will be granted 
in the Fall meeting, 1924. Application 
was first made in 1923. and it must 
remain on the table for a year before 
being accepted. 
The following number of degrees 
were granted in 1924: 
Bachelor of arts, 9: bachelor of 
science in home economics, 14; bachelor 
of science in physical education, 1; 
bachelor. of science in art, 1; bachelor 
of music, 5. 
Now we can hardly ask our girls to 
do what university studefts had to do 
at the founding of the early universi- 
ties on the continent and in England, 
that is live from hand to moutn, almost 
without food or shelter. Yet the story
